TO  THE 


MEMBERS  AND  FRIENDS  OF  TEMPERANCE 
SOCIETIES. 


Dear  Friends. — Every  day's  experience  proves  that  infir- 
mity, disease,  and  death  are  the  portion  of  man  in  this  world., 
and  seeing  the  misery  and  wretchedness  which  abound  in  our 
country  in  consequence  of  man  seeking  happiness  where  it  is 
not  to  be  found  ;  believing  that  the  present  pursuits,  customs, 
and  practices  of  our  countrymen  are  calculated  to  add  to, 
rather  than  to  diminish,  the  amount  of  human  misery ;  and 
believing  also  that  we  are  the  ofispring  of  one  common  Parent, 
' '  who  makes  His  sun  to  rise  on  the  evil  and  on  the  good,  and 
Ksends  His  rain  on  the  just  and  on  the  unjust," — we  conceive  it 
to  be  our  duty  to  promote  the  happiness  and  comfort  of  our 
brethren  by  adopting  and  recommending  those  habits  and 
practices  which  will  most  assuredly  tend  to  the  promotion  of 
temperance,  chastity,  and  every  other  virtue  that  adorns  the 
human  character.  Our  objects  are  to  improve  the  morals  of 
society,  and  to  promote  brotherly  love  amongst  our  brethren  ; 
to  relieve  the  distressed,  and  to  administer  to  the  wants  and 
necessities  of  the  afflicted  ;  to  lessen  the  sorrow  of  the  dying, 
and  contribute  to  the  respectable  interment  of  departed 
brethren.  Therefore  the  members  of  this  Order  bind  them- 
selves under  a  solemn  obligation,  firmly  to  unite  and  inflexibly 
to  stand  by  each  other  in  sickness  and  in  health,  in  prosperous 
and  in  adverse  circumstances  ;  and  in  order  that  we  may  have 
the  means  of  carrying  these  benevolent  objects  into  efi"ect,  we 
have  founded  "The  Independent  Order  of  Rechabites," 
and  adopted  the  following  General  Laws  and  Kegulations  for 
our  government. 

The  name  of  the  order  is  taken  from  a  body  of  people  called 
*'  Kechabites  "  (see  Jer.  xxxv  )  "who  drink  no  wine  ;"  and  as 
the  members  of  this  Order  drink  "neither  wine  nor  strong 
driiik,"  we  think  that  the  name  we  have  adopted  is  a  very 
appropriate  one,  and  trust  it  will  not  prove  a  stumbling-block 
to  any  of  our  temperance  brethren,  but  that  they  will  think 
well  of  the  nature  and  usefulness  of  this  institution — an  insti- 
tution loudly  called  for  by  tlie  improved  and  improving  stste 
uf  society,  as  the  result  of  the  temperance  movement. 
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That  many  of  the  Friendly  Societies  already  established 
have  been  productive  of  much  good,  no  one  can  deny  ;  but  it 
must  be  admitted  by  those  who  are  acquainted  with  them, 
that,  as  at  present  constituted  and  connected  with  the  drink 
traffic,  they  are  unfavourable  to  the  promotion  of  temperance, 
which  it  is  our  object  to  spread,  and  make  its  practice 
universal. 

Trusting  that  the  Order  may  prove  a  blessing  to  our  country 
and  to  the  world — that  it  will  not  only  provide  an  asylum  for 
the  reformed  drunkard,  but  will  also  secure  the  rising  genera- 
tion from  evils  of  intemperance,  and  induce  the  sober  and 
religious  part  of  the  community  to  unite  with  us,  and  that  it 
will  also  attach  us  more  firmly  to  the  abstinence  pledge,  and 
hand  down  to  generations  yet  unborn  the  benefits  of  sobriety.

1.-NAME,    CONSTITUTION,   &    OBJECTS. 
Name  and  Constitution  of  this  Society, 

1.  This  Society  shall  be  denominated  "The  Inde- 
pendent Order  of  Rechabites,  Salford  Unity, 
Friendly  Society,"  and  shall  consist  of  a  Committee 
called  the  Moveable  Conference,  or  M.C.,  composed 
of  deputies  appointed  by  Districts,  as  herein  provided 
for ;  a  Board  of  Directors ;  five  high  officers  of  the 
Order,  called  the  High  Chief  Ruler,  or  H.C.R.,  the 
High  Deputy  Ruler^  or  H.D.R.,  Past  High  Chief 
Euler,  or  P.H.C.E.,  High  Treasurer,  or  H.T.,  the 
Corresponding  Secretary,  or  C.S. ;  and  branches  called 
Districts  or  Tents.  All  members  shall  have  signed 
the  total  abstinence  pledge  as  follows  : — ''  T  hereby 
declare  that  I  will  abstain  from  all  intoxicating  liquors, 
except  in  religious  ordinances  or  when  prescribed  by  a 
legal  medical  practitioner  during  sickness  which  renders 
me  incapable  of  following  any  employment.  I  will 
not  give  nor  offer  them  to  others.  I  will  not  engage 
in  the  traffic  of  them,  but  in  all  possible  ways  will 
discountenance  the  use,  manufacture,  and  sale  of  them; 
and  to  the  utmost  of  my  power  I  will  endeavour  to 
spread  the  principles  of  abstinence  from  all  intoxicat- 
ing liquors."  All  British  and  Foreign  fermented 
wines  are  prohibited  to  the  members  of  the  Order. 

Objects  of  the  Society, 

2,  The  objects  of  the  Society  are  the  following, 
viz.,  to  raise  a  fund  by  entrance  fees,  subscriptions  of 
members,  levies  made  by  the  Moveable  Conference, 
fines,  donations,  and  by  interest  on  capital,  sale  of 
goods,  (fee,  for  insuring  a  sum  of  money  to  be  paid  on 
the  death  of  a  member,  to  the  widow  or  children,  or 
executors,  administrators,  or  assigns  of  such  member, 
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or  for  defraying  the  expenses  of  the  burial  of  a  mem- 
ber, and  also  for  insuring  a  sum  of  money  to  be  paid 
to  a  member  on  the  death  of  his  wife :  provided 
always  that  no  sum  of  money  which  may  have  been 
insured  and  become  payable  on  the  death  of  a  member 
or  his  wife,  shall  be  paid,  unless  the  party  applying  for 
the  same  shall  produce  and  deliver  a  certificate,  signed 
by  a  physician,  surgeon,  apothecary^  or  coroner,  except 
in  cases  where,  from  the  nature  of  the  circumstances, 
it  is  impossible  to  procure  such  certificate,  as  provided 
for  by  the  13  and  14  Yic,  sec.  3,  for  the  relief  of  mem- 
bers in  sickness  and  old  age  ;  for  granting  temporary 
assistance  to  the  widows  and  children  of  deceased 
members  ;  for  providing  members  with  assistance  when, 
travelling  in  search  of  employment ;  and  for  assisting 
members  in  distressed  circumstances. 

II-MOVEABLE    CONFERENCE. 

Moveable  Conference. 

3.  The  Moveable  Conference  shall  be  composed  of 
the  High  Chief  Ruler,  High  Deputy  Euler,  Past  High 
Chief  Ruler,  High  Treasurer,  Corresponding  Secretary, 
and  one  representative  from  each  district.  The  ex- 
penses to  be  borne  by  an  equal  levy  throughout  the 
Order.  At  Meetings  of  the  Moveable  Conference,  re- 
presentatives from  Districts  of  less  than  two  hundred 
and  fifty  members  shall  have  one  vote ;  two  hvmdred 
and  fifty  and  less  than  five  hundred  members,  two  votes; 
five  hundred  and  less  than  seven  hundred  and  fifty, 
three  votes ;  and  seven  hundred  and  fifty  and  upwards, 
four  votes,  on  all  motions  submitted  to  the  Conference. 
When  assembled,  the  Conference  shall  have  power  to 
elect  the  High  Chief  Ruler,  High  Deputy  Ruler,  High 
Treasurer,  Corresponding  Secretary,  and  Board  of 
Directors  ;  to  form  new  Districts,  to  hear  and  determine 
appeals,  to  amend,  repeal,  and  enact  laws  for  the  general 
government  of  the  Order;  to  appoint  Auditors  to 
examine  the  accounts  of  the  Board  of  Directors  ;  to- 
pass  or  refer  those  accounts ;  to  ^:^  the  salary  of  the 
Corresponding    Secretary,    and    all    other  officers  or 


representatives  connected  with  the  Moveable  Confer- 
ence ;  and  shall  transact  any  other  business  relating  to 
the  general  Order ;  and  all  officers  and  delegates  shall 
wear  the  sash  of  the  Order  at  Meetings  of  the  Moveable 
Conference.  All  delegates  shall  produce  duly  author- 
ised credentials  at  the  Meetings  of  the  Moveable 
Conference. 

Meetings  of  Moveable  Conference. 

4.  The  Moveable  Conference  shall  be  held  at  such 
time  and  place  as  the  last  Conference  shall  determine; 
and  by  the  1st  of  March  previous  to  the  meeting,  the 
Corresponding  Secretary  shall  send  to  all  District 
Secretaries,  to  be  by  them  forwarded  to  the  Tents, 
circulars,  informing  them  of  the  time  and  place  of 
meeting  of  the  Moveable  Conference,  of  the  power  of 
Tents  to  make  propositions  for  altering  laws  and 
making  new  ones,  and  all  other  business  concerning 
the  Order. 

Contingent  Fund. 

5.  Every  member  shall  contribute  one  penny 
annually,  or  such  other  sum  as  the  Moveable  Confer- 
ence may  determine,  to  raise  a  Contingent  Fund  to 
assist  such  Districts  as  may  be  unable  to  meet  their 
demands  ;  but  no  District  shall  receive  assistance  from 
this  fund  whose  rates  of  payment  are  any  less  than 
those  fixed  by  these  rules.  ^ 

Districts  in  Arrears, 

6.  All  districts  shall  be  clear  upon  the  books  with 
the  Board  of  Directors,  on  or  before  the  31st  day  of 
July,  for  all  goods  delivered  and  levies  ordered  before 
the  1st  day  of  July  in  each  year.  And  any  District 
so  neglecting  to  pay  up  all  demands  at  the  above  stated 
period,  the  Delegate  representing  such  District  at  the 
Moveable  Conference  shall  not  be  allowed  to  take  part 
in  the  proceedings  of  such  Moveable  Conference,  or 
hold  office,  or  have  his  expenses  paid  for  any  purposes 
of  the  Order. 
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Moneys,  how  Applied. 

7.  All  moneys  received  on  account  of  entrance 
fees,  subscriptions,  fines,  levies^  donations,  and  interest 
on  capital,  shall  be  applied  in  carrying  out  the  objects 
of  the  Society,  and  in  paying  the  expenses  of  the 
management  according  to  the  rules  thereof. 

Investment  of  Funds. 

8.  Such  portion  of  the  funds  of  the  Society  as  may 
not  be  wanted  for  immediate  use,  or  to  meet  the  usual 
accruing  liabilities,  shall,  with  the  consent  of  the 
Society,  to  be  had  and  testified  in  such  manner  as  the 
rules  direct,  be  invested  pursuant  to  the  13  and  14 
Vic,  c.  115,  sec.  2. 

Places  of  Business, 

9.  The  business  of  the  Society  shall  be  conducted 
by  the  Directors  and  Officers  of  the  Order,  at  the 
offices,  in  Manchester;  and  when  the  place  of  business 
is  changed,  or  if  a  dissolution  of  the  Society  takes 
place,  notice  thereof  shall  be  sent  to  the  Registrar  of 
Friendly  Societies  in  England^  seven  days  before  or 
after  such  change  or  dissolution,  signed  by  the  Secretary 
or  other  principal  officer,  and  also  by  three  other  mem- 
bers of  the  Society. 

Trustees. 

10.  There  shall  be  three  Trustees  of  the  Society 
appointed  at  each  Moveable  Conference  ;  and  Henry 
Sharpies,  of  Manchester,  in  the  County  of  Lancaster, 
Jonathan  Milner,  of  Manchester,  in  the  County  of 
Lancaster,  and  Henry  Roper,  of  Manchester^  in  the 
County  of  Lancaster,  shall  be  the  present  Trustees,  and 
shall  remain  in  office  during  the  pleasure  of  the  Move- 
able Conference,  or  the  Directors.  They  shall  do  and 
execute  all  the  functions  required  of  them  by  the 
statute  relating  to  Friendly  Societies,  unless  herein 
provided  for.  Every  resolution  appointing  a  Trustee 
or  Trustees  shall  be  sent  to  the  Registrar  of  Friendly 
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Societies  in  England,  under  tlie  hands  of  three  members, 
and  sign-ed  by  such  Trustee,  and  countersigned  by  the 
Secretary,  pursuant  to  13  and  14  Vic,  cap.  115, 
sec.   13. 

Trustees  and  Treasurers, 

11.  Every  branch  of  this  Society  shall  appoint  its 
own  Trustees  and  Treasurers.  The  mode  of  appoint- 
ment shall  be  declared  in  the  rules  of  each  branch. 
Every  resolution  appointing  a  Trustee  shall  be  signed 
by  such  Trustee  and  three  members  of  the  Society  or 
branch,  and  countersigned  by  the  Secretary  or  other 
principal  officer ;  and  such  resolution  so  signed  and 
countersigned  shall  be  transmitted  to  the  Registrar^  to 
be  by  him  deposited  with  the  rules  of  the  Society  or 
branch  in  his  custody.  .  In  case  any  Trustee  be 
removed,  and  shall  refuse  or  neglect  to  assign  or  trans- 
fer any  property  of  the  Society  or  branch,  as  the  Board 
of  Directors  (for  the  Society)  or  Committee  of  Manage- 
ment (for  the  branch)  shall  direct,  such  Trustee  shall, 
if  he  be  a  member,  be  expelled  the  Society,  and  shall 
cease  to  have  any  claim  on  the  Society  or  branch  on 
account  of  the  Contributions  paid  by  him. 

Officers  of  the  Order. 

12.  There  shall  be  four  officers  of  the  Order 
appointed  by  the  Moveable  Conference,  namely  : — 
High  Chief  Ruler,  High  Deputy  Ruler,  High  Trea- 
surer, and  Corresponding  Secretary.  The  High  Chief 
Ruler  shall  preside  over  all  meetings  at  which  he  may 
be  present,  and  the  High  Deputy  Ruler  shall  act  as 
vice-president,  or  as  president  in  the  absence  of  the 
High  Chief  Ruler. 

Duties  of  Corresponding  Secretary. 

13.  The  Corresponding  Secretary  of  the  Order  shall 
superintend  the  forwarding  of  goods,  have  the  charge 
and  custody  of  the  books  and  stock  of  goods  and 
fixtures  belonging  to  the  Order ;  he  shall  receive  all 
parcels,  letters,  and  other  correspondence  on  account 
of  the  Order,  he  shall  answer  all  communications,  and 
attend  to  the  general  business  of  the  Order^  under  the 
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supei'vision  of  the  High  Chief  Ruler.  The  Correvs 
ponding  Secretary  shall  make  the  annual  and  quin- 
quennial returns,  and  transmit  them  to  the  Registrar, 
as  required  by  the  1 3  and  14  Yic,  cap.  115*  The 
salary  of  the  Corresponding  Secretary  shall  be  fixed  by 
the  Moveable  Conference,  and  he  shall  give  security 
for  the  money  and  property  entrusted  to  his  care  pur- 
suant to  the  13  and  14  Yic,  cap.  115, 

Society's  Treasurer. 

14.  The  Moveable  Conference  shall  appoint  a 
Treasurer,  who  shall  act  under  the  authority  of  the 
Board  of  Directors,  receive  and  pay  all  moneys  on 
account  of  the  Society  ;  and  Christopher  Hodgson,  of 
Salford,  in  the  County  of  Lancaster,  shall  be  the  present 
Treasurer,  and  remain  in  office  until  the  next  Move- 
able Conference,  unless  previously  removed  by  the 
Directors.  He  shall  give  a  bond  for  the  faithful  dis- 
charge of  his  duties,  pursuant  to  the  13  and  14  Yic, 
cap.  115,  sec.  11.  Every  Moveable  Conference  shall 
appoint  a  Treasurer,  and  fix  the  amount  of  his  salary. 
The  Treasurer  retiring  from  office  to  be  eligible  for 
re-appointment. 

Duties  of  Treasurers, 

15.  Every  Treasurer  of  the  Society,  or  of  any 
branch  thereof,  shall  be  responsible  for  all  sums  of 
money  that  may  from  time  to  time  be  paid  into  his 
hands  by  the  Secretary,  or  any  person  on  account  of 
the  Society  or  branch.  He  shall,  when  n^quired, 
balance  his  cash  accounts,  and  supply  the  Secretary 
with  a  duplicate  thereof.  Before  the  Treasurer  takes 
upon  himself  the  duties  of  his  office,  he  must  give 
security,  pursuant  to  the  13  and  14  Yic,  cap.  115, 
sec.  11. 

IIL-BOARD    OF    DIRECTORS. 
Board  of  Directors, 

16.  The  Board  of   Directors   shall   consist  of  the 
High  Chief  Euler,  High  Deputy  Buler,   Past   Higli 
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Chief  Ruler,  High  Treasurer,  Corresponding  Secretary, 
anu  live  ineiubers  elected  by  the  Moveable  Contereiicu- 
it  shall  meet  quarterly,  or  oftener  if  required  by  the 
business  of  the  Order  ;  it  shall  administer  and  execute 
the  general  laws  as  promulgated  from  time  to  time  by 
the  M.C.,  and  its  decisions  on  all  questions  of  law 
shall  be  binding  until  the  next  meeting  of  the  M.C.,  it 
shall  issue  a  quarterly  pass-word  for  the  members,  and 
shall  transact  the  general  business  of  the  Order.  In 
cases  of  emergency  it  shall  have  power  to  divide  Dis- 
tricts and  form  new  ones,  upon  proper  application  from 
District  Meetings,  and  in  case  any  oiE.oer  of  the  Order, 
or  member  of  the  Board  of  Directors,  vacate  his  seat, 
by  death  or  otherwise,  they  shall  have  power  to  elect 
another  in  his  stead.  It  shall  have  power  on  its  own 
behalf  to  place  on  the  digest  propositions  for  making 
new  General  Laws,  or  altering  or  amending  existing 
ones.  It  shall  have  power  to  send,  if  the  Board  deem 
it  advisable,  to  any  District  already  formed,  or  such 
other  place  or  locality  as  may  present  itself  favourable 
to  the  extension  of  our  honourable  Order,  on  applica- 
tion being  made  to  the  Board  of  Directors,  a  qualified 
brother  to  explain  and  enunciate  the  principles  of 
Hechabitism. 

Ordering  Goods, 

17.  Orders  for  all  goods  shall  be  given  by  the 
Board  of  Directors,  such  orders  being  signed  by  the 
presiding  officer. 

Open  Meetings, 

18.  All  Meetings  of  the  Order,  except  Tent  Com- 
mittees and  the  Board  oi  Directors,  shtill  be  open  to 
all  members  of  the  Order,  unless  in  such  cases  as  it  may 
appear  to  a  majority  of  the  meeting  to  be  imprudent ; 
but  members  attending  shall  take  no  part  whatever  in 
the  business  of  such  meeting. 

Precedence. 

19.  The  High  Chief  Huler,  High  Deputy  Euler,  or 
District  Chief  Buler,  visiting  any  Tent  in   the  Order 
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shall  take  precedence  of  any  officer  belonging  to  such 
Tent,  and  shall  be  entitled  to  the  chair  of  the  Chief 
Ruler  or  of  any  other  officer. 

Establishment  of  Branches, 

20.  The  Moveable  Conference  shall  have  power  to 
establish  branches  called  Districts.  The  Board  of 
Directors  shall  have  power  to  establish  branches  called 
Tents,  as  herein  provided  for.  Every  branch  of  the 
Society  shall  be  bound  by  these  rules ;  but  they  may 
make  such  other  rules  as  such  branches  may  think  fit, 
provided  such  additional  rules  made  by  Tents  are  not 
inconsistent  with  the  rules  of  the  District  and  the 
general  rules  of  the  Society,  and  such  other  rules  must 
be  certified  or  registered  according  to  the  13  and  14 
Yic,  cap,   11 L 

IV-DISTRICTS. 

Formation  of  Districts, 

21.  Existing  Districts  may  be  divided  or  new  ones 
formed  by  the  Moveable  Conference.  Upon  the 
division  of  any  District,  it  shall  be  at  the  option  of 
the  Tents  whether  they  join  the  new  or  remain  with 
the  old  District,  When  any  number  of  Tents  are 
formed  into  a  new  District,  if  they  have  paid  up  all 
moneys  due  upon  the  previous  quarter,  they  shall 
receive  from  the  parent  District,  the  funeral  or  any 
other  moneys  they  may  have  paid,  but  the  parent 
District  shall  deduct  their  proportion  of  the  sums  paid 
for  funerals,  and  all  other  expenses  incurred  in  the 
management  of  the  District. 

Districts,  how  Constituted, 

22.  Each  District  shall  be  composed  of  District 
Chief  Euler,  District  Deputy  Euler,  District  Past 
Chief  Ruler,  District  Treasurer,  and  District  Secretary, 
with  one  representative  from  each  Tent  in  the 
District,  and  where  the  majority  of  an  annual  Dis- 
trict Meeting  so  determine,  Female  Tents  may  be 
represented,  and  Juvenile  Tents  may  be  admit- 
ted  as  part  of  such  District,   subject  to  some  duly- 
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qualified  brother  being  appointed  to  take  charge  of 
such  Tents,  and  represent  them  at  the  District  Meeting. 
The  representatives  from  Tents  to  be  elected  annually ; 
but  the  members  of  Tents  may,  at  a  special  meeting 
convened  for  that  purpose,  remove  their  representative 
and  elect  another  in  his  place,  if  they  conceive  him  to 
be  acting  in  opposition  to  the  interests  of  the  Tent. 

Qualification  of  Officers. 

23.  Any  Member  of  any  Tent  in  the  District  having 
filled  the  office  of  Chief  Kuler,  Deputy  Kuler,  Trea- 
surer, or  Secretary  of  his  Tent,  shall  be  eligible  for  any 
office  in  the  District. 

Election  of  Officers, 

24.  The  District  Chief  Ruler,  Deputy  Kuler,  Trea- 
surer, and  Secretary  shall  be  elected  annually  by  ballot-, 
and  if  the  votes  be  equal,  the  Chief  Ruler  shall  decide 
by  drawing  lots.  The  District  Chief  Ruler  shall  pre- 
side at  all  meetings  of  theDistrict  at  which  he  is  present; 
and  the  District  Deputy  Ruler  shall  act  as  Yice- 
President,  or  as  President  in  the  absence  of  the  D.C.R. 
The  District  Secretary  shall  have  charge  of  the  books 
and  stock  of  goods  belonging  to  the  District,  he  shall 
receive  all  parcels,  letters,  and  other  correspondence  on 
account  of  the  District,  he  shall  superintend  the  for- 
warding of  goods,  answer  all  communications,  and 
attend  to  the  general  business  of  the  District. 

Authority  of  Officers, 

25.  The  District  Officers  shall  have  powder  to  open 
new  Tents  in  their  respective  Districts,  provide  books, 
laws,  certificates,  and  every  requisite  for  the  opening 
of  new  Tents  and  their  future  demands.  They  shall 
also  have  power  to  demand  from  Tents  such  sums  as 
may  be  due  (according  to  the  last  returns)  to  the 
Funeral  Fund,  or  for  contingent  expenses.  They  shall 
also  have  power  to  call  a  District  Meeting  at  any  time 
when  they  conceive  one  to  be  required  by  the  circum- 
stances of  the  District. 
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Neglecting  Payments  to  District. 

26.  Any  Tent  neglecting  to  pay  to  the  Funeral 
Fund  the  amount  of  its  initiation  money,  contribu- 
tions, levies,  and  fines  for  more  than  fourteen  days 
after  each  quarter  day^  shall  forfeit  all  claims  to  benefit 
from  the  Funeral  Fund,  and  before  being  re-entitled 
to  benefit  shall  pay  a  fine  of  sixpence  for  each  member 
of  the  Tent ;  but  if  the  officers  neglect  to  make  the 
returns,  they  shall  be  fined  ten  shillings  each,  unless 
they  give  satisfactory  reasons  for  such  neglect,  and  the 
Tent  shall  not  be  fined  if  the  omissison  rests  with  the 
ofiicers. 

Inspection  of  Books, 

27.  Any  Tent  shall  be  permitted  to  inspect  the 
District  books  through  the  medium  of  their  Chief 
Kuler ;  and  if  the  District  Secretary  refuse  such 
inspection,  he  shall  be  fined. 

Returns  and  Goods, 

28.  The  District  Secretary  shall  make  the  annual 
and  quinquennial  returns,  and  transmit  them  to  the 
Registrar  of  Friendly  Societies.  Each  District  Sec- 
retary shall  make  a  quarterly  return  to  the  Board  of 
Directors  of  all  the  Tents  in  their  respective  Districts, 
with  the  name  and  address  of  each  Tent  Secretary,  and 
the  number  cf  members  in  each  Tent.  Such  re- 
turns to  be  made  out  and  forwarded  within  twenty- 
eight  days  after  the  25th  of  March,  June,  September, 
and  December  in  each  year.  He  shall  also  make  out 
and  forward  on  or  before  the  28th  day  of  February  in 
each  year,  an  annual  return  for  the  preceding  year, 
from  the  1st  of  January  to  the  31st  of  December. 
1st :  showing  the  number,  name,  and  date  of  opening 
each  Tent  in  the  District.  2nd  :  the  number  of  mem- 
bers sick  during  the  year,  with  the  number  of  weeks' 
and  days'  sickness,  and  the  number  of  deaths  during 
the  year.  3rd  :  the  amount  paid  for  sickness  and 
funerals  during  the  year ;  amount  of  Tent,  Sick,  and 
Contingent  Funds  ;  and  amount  of  District^  Funeral, 
and  Contingent  Funds.     4th  :  The  number  of  Female

Tents^  Members,  and  Funds.  5th  :  the  number  of 
Juveniles,  amount  of  Juvenile  Funds,  and  number  of 
Juvenile  deaths.  And  any  District  Secretary  neglect- 
ing to  make  the  foregoing  Returns  in  due  form  and 
time,  to  be  fined  20s.  for  each  neglect. 

District  Meetings. 

29.  District  Meetings  shall  be  composed  of  the 
officers  and  members,  as  set  forth  in  Kule  22,  and 
shall  be  held  at  such  times  and  places  as  the  rules 
direct.  The  District  Meeting  shall  have  power  to 
make  laws  for  its  internal  government  and  financial 
affairs,  to  hear  appeals  from  the  Quarterly  Committees 
of  Tents,  and  to  transact  all  other  business  connected 
with  the  District  All  motions  shall  be  f)ut  by  the  Dis- 
trict Chief  Ruler,  orin  his  absence  by  the  Deputy  Ruler; 
and  the  representatives  of  Tents  containing  no  more 
than  fifty  members  shall  have  one  vote,  and  those  of 
Tents  numbering  more  than  fifty  members  shall  have 
two  votes  at  all  District  Meetings.  All  District  Laws 
must  be  certified  by  the  Board  of  Directors  before 
being  submitted  to  the  Registrar  of  Friendly  Societies. 

Funeral  Fund, 

30.  Each  District  shall  establish  a  Funeral  Fund 
for  the  interment  of  members  and  their  wives,  to 
which  every  member  shall  contribute  not  less  than 
one  shilling  and  eightpence  annually,  together  with 
entrance  money,  according  to  rule  43,  for  every  five 
pounds  to  be  paid  at  his,  or  his  wife's  death.  But 
District  Meetings  shall,  with  the  consent  of  the  Tents, 
have  power  to  increase  the  payments  to  the  Funeral 
Funds  to  such  an  amount  as  may  be  deemed  necessary 
for  tlie  permanency  of  the  fund.  In  the  accounts  of 
Districts,  the  Funeral  Fund  shall  be  kept  separate 
from  all  others,  and  no  payment  shall  be  made  from 
this  fund  but  for  funerals  alone. 

Contingent  fxpenses, 

31.  The  expenses  of  management  of  the  District 
shall  be  paid  from  a  Contingent  Fund  raised  by  an 
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equal  levy  upon  each  member  of  tlie  District ;  and  the 
District  Meeting  shall  have  power  to  apportion  and 
call  for  such  levy  quarterly  or  otherwise,  as  they  may 
determine. 

Quarterly  Returns  to  District, 

32.  A  return  of  all  members  good  upon  the  books 
of  each  Tent,  with  the  moneys  paid  for  entrance,  the 
contributions  to  the  Funeral  Fund,  with  the  levies  for 
contingemi  expenses,  shall  be  sent  to  the  District 
Secretary  every  three  months,  signed  by  the  Chief 
E^uler,  Deputy  Ruler,  and  Secretary  of  the  Tent ;  and 
if  an  incorrect  return  be  made  with  a  view  to  defraud, 
the  officers  making  the  return  shall  be  fined  one  pound 
each.  The  quarterly  returns  must  be  made  within 
fourteen  days  of  the  25th  March,  June,  September, 
and  December. 

Funeral  Allowances. 

33.  When  a  member  is  removed  by  death,  from 
whatever  cause  his  death  may  arise,  if  he  .has  been 
six  months  in  the  Order,  and  is  good  upon  the  books, 
he  shall  be  entitled  to  a  funeral  allowance  of  one-half 
the  amount  he  may  have  subscribed  for  in  the  Funeral 
Fund,  and  if  twelve  months,  and  is  good  on  the  books, 
he  shall  be  entitled  to  the  whole  amount  he  may  have 
subscribed  for  in  the  Funeral  Fund,  and  this  rule  to 
apply  to  both  male  and  female  members.  Notice  of 
death  must  be  given  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Tent, 
who  shall  authorise  the  Stewards  to  receive  the  funeral 
allowance  from  the  officers  of  the  District.  The 
Stewards  having  received  the  money,  shall  without 
delay  pay  to  the  nearest  relative  or  representative  of 
the  deceased  two-thirds  of  the  amount,  and  shall  give 
notice  to  such  relative  or  representative  that  if  any 
kind  of  intoxicating  liquors  are  introduced  while  the 
body  remains  in  the  house,  or  in  any  way  connected 
with  the  funeral,  the  remainder  will  be  withheld  and 
disposed  of  according  to  Kule  34.  The  Stewards  shall 
see  that  a  good  and  sufficient  coffin  is  provided,  and 
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shall  attend  the  funeral  to  see  that  it  is  conducted  with 
propriety  and  decorum  ;  and  if  so  conducted,  they 
shall  immediately  pay  the  remaining  third  of  the 
funeral  money  to  the  relative  or  representative.  No 
payment  to  be  made  at  death  except  pursuant  to  13 
and  14  Yic,  cap.  115,  sec.  3. 

Intoxicating  Liquors  at  Funerals. 

34.  If  a  relative  or  representative  of  a  deceased 
member  introduce  any  intoxicating  liquor  while  the 
body  remains  in  the  house,  or  if  such  liquors  are  in 
any  way  connected  with  the  funeral,  the  Stewards 
shall  not  pay  the  remaining  third  of  the  funeral  money, 
but  they  shall  immediately  inform  the  Chief  Kuler 
of  the  Tent,  who  shall  lay  the  case  before  the  Com- 
mittee, and  if  it  shall  be  decided  that  such  liquor  was 
introduced  without  the  consent  or  approval  of  the 
relative  or  representative,  the  remainder  of  the  funeral 
money  shall  be  paid ;  but  if  it  be  proved  that  the 
liquor  was  introduced  with  the  consent  of  the  relative 
or  representative,  the  remainder  shall  not  be  paid,  but 
shall  be  returned  to  the  funds  of  the  District.  The 
same  rule  to  be  observed  on  the  death  of  a  member's 
wife. 

Widows'  and  Orphans'  Funds. 

35.  Districts  may  establish  a  fund  for  the  relief  of 
the  widows  and  orphans  of  deceased  members  ;  but  it 
shall  be  optional  with  members  of  the  Order  whether 
or  not  they  become  subscribers  to  such  fund ;  and  each 
District  shall  have  the  entire  management  of  its  own 
Widows*  and  Orphans*  Fund. 

Travelling  Relief  Fund. 

36.  Each  District  is  recommended  to  establish  a 
fund  for  the  relief  of  members  travelling  in  search  of 
employment,  and  District  Meetings  may  levy  upon 
each  member  in  the  District  to  meet  the  consequent 
expenditure.      Any  member  applying  for   aid  when 
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travelling,  must  produce  a  certificate  from  the  Tent, 
signed  by  the  officers,  certifying  that  he  had  sufficient 
reason  for  leaving  home;  and  no  member  shall  be 
entitled  to  a  travelling  certificate  until  he  has  been 
initiated  twelve  months. 

V-TENTS    AND    MEMBERS. 

Opening  of  New  Te^its. 

37.  !N"o  new  Tents  shall  be  opened  with  less  than  ten 
candidates,  and  each  new  Tent  shall  pay  one  pound 
ten  shillings  for  opening,  which  shall  be  added  to  the 
District  Contingent  Fund.  The  District  Chief  Kuler 
shall  be  present  at  the  opining  of  new  Tents,  or 
appoint  a  qualified  member  to  attend,  and  if  necessary 
he  may  take  an  officer  from  any  Tent  to  assist  him  in 
the  opening. 

Disputed  Boundary. 

38.  Should  application  be  made  for  opening  a  new 
Tent  out  of  the  District  limits,  the  application  shall 
be  forwarded  to  the  officers  of  the  nearest  District. 
If  a  dispute  arise  on  the  opening  of  a  new  Tent  in 
reference  to  the  District  to  which  it  should  belong, 
such  dispute  shall  be  settled  by  the  next  Moveable 
Conference. 

Changing  Place  of  Meeting, 

39.  No  Tent  shall  change  its  place  of  meeting 
without  first  obtaining  the  consent  of  the  District 
Officers. 

Admission  of  Members. 

40.  Persons  of  any  religious  persuasion,  of  good 
moral  character,  free  from  disease,  at  sixteen,  and 
not  above  fifty  years  of  age,  and  having  signed  the 
abstinence  pledge  as  set  forth  in  the  constitution,  may 
become  members  of  this  Order.  All  candidates  must 
produce  certificates  of  health  from  the  Tent  Surgeon 
(if  any),   and  if  not,  from  such  other  legal  medical 
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practitioner  as  may  be  satisfactory  to  the  Tent.  Any 
member  may  insure  bis  wife  in  tbe  Funeral  Fund, 
l^rovided  sbe  is  a  pledged  abstainer,  on  producing  a 
certificate  of  health  from  the  Tent  Surgeon,  or  other 
legal  medical  practitioner. 

Honorary  Members, 

41.  Persons  above  sixteen  years  of  age  may  be 
admitted  honorary  members,  upon  the  payment  of  not 
less  than  ten  shillings  when  proposed,  and  five  shillings 
yearly.  They  will  not  be  entitled  to  amy  sick  or 
funeral  allowance;  but  may  hold  office,  if  elected  by 
a  majority  of  their  Tent  or  District ;  and  if  twelve 
months  in  arrears  they  shall  cease  to  be  members. 

Mode  of  Admission. 

42.  Candidates  must  be  proposed  and  seconded  by 
members  belonging  to  the  Tent,  on  a  Regular  Tent 
night,  their  proposition  money  deposited  by  the  pro- 
poser, and  the  name,  age,  occupation,  and  residence  ot 
each  candidate  inserted  in  the  proposition  book  by 
the  Secretary.  They  shall,  if  required,  appear  and 
produce  satisfactory  documents  as  to  their  age,  and  if 
approved  may  be  admitted  next  Tent  night.  Proposi- 
tions must  not  remain  on  the  books  longer  than  two 
months.  If  a  candidate  be  rejected,  his  proposition 
money  must  be  returned  ;  but  if  he  break  the  pledge, 
the  money  will  be  forfeited. 

Charge  of  Entrance. 

43.  The  charge  for  entrance  shall  be  according  to 
age,  and  the  number  of  shares  contributed  for  in  the 
Sick  and  Funeral  Fund ;  and  any  member  may  insure 
his  wife  in  the  Funeral  Fund,  provided  she  is  a  pledged 
abstainer,  on  producing  a  certificate  of  health  from  the 
Tent  Surgeon  or  other  legal  medical  practitioner. 
And  every  member  entering  the  Order  shall  have  one 
share  in  the  Funeral  Fund,  and  not  more  than  four 
shares  for  himself  and  wife ;  and  shall  have  at  least 
one  share  and  not  more  than   six   shares  in  the  Sick 
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Fund.  All  Tents  and  Districts  shall  pay  alike  per 
share.  There  shall  be  paid  for  each  share  in  the  sick 
and  Funeral  Funds  the  sums  following,  viz.  ; 
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Tents  shall  be  allowed  (with  the  consent  of  the 
District)  to  receive  members  under  thirty  years  of  age 
without  entrance  fees,  when  local  circumstances  render 
such  a  course  desirable. 
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It  shall  be  optional  with  Tents  and  Districts  to  adopt  eithe  r 
the  old  system  of  entrance  fees,  or  the  following  graduated 
scale  according  to  age.

Thirteen  montlily  payments  per  annum. 
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Manner  of  Payment 

44.  All  candidates  must  pay  two  shillings  and  six- 
pence on  the  night  of  proposition,  and  candidates  up 
to  35  years  of  age  shall  make  that  at  least  into  one- 
half  the  entrance  money ;  and  candidates,  35  years  and 
upwards,  one  quarter  the  entrance  money,  on  the 
night  of  admission;  the  remainder  to  be  paid  within 
six  months,  or  for  every  month  exceeding  the  six  the 
period  of  probation  shall  be  extended  one  month ;  the 
time  of  probation  to  commence  from  the  time  of 
admission. 

Contributions. 

45.  The  Sick  and  Funeral  Fund  shall  be  raised  in 
shares,  and  each  member  shall  contribute  not  less  than 
one  penny  weekly  to  the  Sick  fund,  for  two  shillings 
and  sixpence  per  week  to  be  paid  in  case  of  sickness  ; 
and  to  the  Funeral  Fund  not  less  than  one  shilling  and 
eightpence  yearly^  for  every  five  pounds  to  be  paid  at 
death. 

Laws,  Certificates,  &c, 

46.  Every  member  shall  purchase  one  copy  of  these 
Laws,  and  a  Certificate  of  Membership. 

Candidates  previously  Initiated,  &c. 

47.  If  a  candidate  has  been  previously  initiated,  he 
shall  not  be  admitted  without  the  permission  of  the 
Tent  of  which  he  was  last  a  member.  If  a  candidate  be 
rejected  by  one  Tent,  and  received  into  another,  the 
Tent  by  which  he  was  rejected  shall  not  be  compelled 
to  receive  him  under  any  circumstances.  If  a  candidate 
is  prevented  attending  on  a  regular  Tent  nighty  the 
officers  may  call  a  special  meeting  for  his  initiation. 

Qualification  of  Officers. 

48.  The  Past  Chief  Ruler  shall  have  filled  the  office 
of  Chief  Ruler,  and  shall  exercise  the  duties  of  Past 
Chief  Ruler,  until  the  next  change  of  officers.  To 
qualify  a  member  for  Chief    Ruler,    he   must    have 
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served  two  inferior  offices,  and  for  Deputy  Ruler,  one 
inferior  office  and  be  in  other  respects  properly  qualified. 
Any  member  may  stand  his  ballot  for  the  office  of  Sec- 
retary, who  can  write  a  good  hand  and  keep  correct 
accounts  without  having  previously  served  any  inferior 
office. 

Mode  of  Election  of  Officers. 

49.  Propositions  for  the  office  of  Chief  Ruler,  Deputy 
Ruler,  Treasurer,  and  Secretary,  must  be  received  at 
least  two  weeks  previous  to  the  election,  which  shall  be 
by  ballot,  and  he  who  has  the  greatest  number  of  votes 
shall  take  the  office;  but  if  the  votes  be  equal,  the  Chief 
Ruler  shall  decide  by  drawing  lots.  No  past  officer  shall 
oppose  any  qualified  brother  who  is  a  candidate  for  office 
unless  such  past  officer  shall  have  been  out  of  office 
twelve  months ;  but  the  Secretary  may  be  re-elected. 

Stewards  and  Levite. 

50.  The  Stewards  and  Levite  shall  be  chosen  by  the 
Tent  at  each  change  of  officers. 

Supporters. 

51.  In  those  Tents  which  deem  it  expedient  to  have 
Supporters,  the  Chief  Ruler  and  Deputy  Ruler  shall 
each  appoint  his  own. 

Guardians. 

52.  The  Guardians  shall  be  taken  in  rotation  from 
the  Tent  books,  whether  present  or  absent ;  but  Tents 
may  dispense  with  the  outside  Guardian. 

Committee. 

53.  The  Committee  shall  consist  of  the  Chief  Ruler, 
Deputy  Ruler,  Treasurer,  and  eight  members  appointed 
by  the  Tent;  five  shall  have  power  to  act.  The  four 
senior  members  shall  retire  every  six  months^  and  four 
others  be  appointed  in  their  stead.  The  Secretary 
shall  attend  all  meetings  of  the  Committee,  to  take 
minutes  of  the  proceedings,  but  shall  not  vote.       The 
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Chief  Ruler  shall  preside  and  have  a  casting  vote, 
except  he  be  a  party  concerned,  when  the  Deputy 
Buler  shall  preside. 

Balloting  Box, 

54.  The  balloting  box  shall  be  kept  in  view  of  the 
Chief  Ruler,  and  each  member  who  is  not  fourteen 
weeks'  contribution  in  arrears  shall  poll  four  tickets — 
one  for  the  Chief  Ruler,  one  for  the  Deputy  Ruler, 
one  for  the  Treasurer,  and  one  for  the  Secretary, 
immediately  after  they  receive  the  same. 

Period  of  Service, 

55.  The  period  of  service  being  half-yearly,  there 
shall  be  a  general  change  of  Tent  officers  at  the 
Quarterly  Meetings  in  June  and  December,  and  those 
newly  appointed  shall  be  installed  and  take  their 
respective  situations  on  the  night  of  their  appointment. 

Duties  of  Chief  Ruler, 

56.  The  Chief  Ruler  shall  preside  over  all  Tent  or 
Committee  Meetings,  enforce  the  fines  according  to  law, 
see  justice  done  between  the  members,  and  have  the 
power  of  convening  special  Tent  meetings  on  being 
requested  by  any  two  officers  or  any  six  members  of 
the  Tent.  He  shall  ascertain  the  eligibility  of  all  can- 
didates, and  previous  to  admission  shall  read  aloud  the 
name,  age,  occupation,  and  residence  of  the  person 
proposed  ;  and  if  a  majority  of  the  members  present 
approve  of  such  candidate,  the  C.R.  shall  direct  the 
Guardians  to  admit  him  for  initiation.  He  shall  read 
once  on  each  Tent  night  the  four  following  questions, 
viz: — "Are  any  of  the  members  sick?"  "Has  any 
member  broken  the  pledge  ?  "  '^  Has  any  member  any- 
thing to  communicate  that  would  tend  to  promote  the 
good  of  the  Order  V^  "Has  any  member  any  friend  to 
propose  as  a  proper  person  to  become  a  member  of  our 
Honourable  Order  1  '^ 
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Duties  of  Past  Chief  Ruler. 

57.  The  Past  Chief  Ruler  shall  superintend  or  in- 
spect the  business  of  the  Tent,  and  see  justice  done 
between  the  officers  and  members,  but  in  those  Tents 
where  they  have  no  past  Chief  Ruler,  the  Chief  Ruler 
must  attend  to  those   duties. 

Giving  th  e  Pass-  Word. 

58.  The  Chief  Ruler  shall  receive  from  the  Secretary 
of  the  Tent  the  pass-word,  and  shall  not  deliver  the 
pass-word  to  any  officer  or  member  except  those  of  his 
own  Tent,  and  not  to  them  unless  they  are  good  on  the 
books,  and  conduct  themselves  with  propriety.  He 
shall  enjoin  every  officer  and  member  to  whom  such 
pass- word  is  given,  not  to  give  it  or  show  it  to  anyone 
except  to  the  Guardian  in  legal  possession  of  the  door, 
or  to  the  Levite  previous  to  opening  the  Tent.  Any 
Chief  Ruler  giving  the  pass-word  to  an  unqualified 
member  shall  be  fined  two  shillings  and  sixpence. 

Deputy  Ruler. 

59.  The  Deputy  Ruler  shall  assist  the  Chief  Ruler 
in  keeping  order  during  Tent  hours,  shall  see  that  the 
Guardians  perform  their  duties,  and  shall  fill  all  the 
offices  of  Chief  Ruler  in  cases  of  necessity. 

Secretary. 

60.  At  the  opening  of  the  Tent  the  Secretary  shall 
call  over  the  names  of  the  officers,  and  duly  note  the 
absentees,  enter  the  contributions  and  fines  paid  by  the 
members,  announce  the  receipts  and  disbursements  each 
Tent  night  previous  to  closing,  and  in  all  respects,  keep 
correct  accounts  and  minutes  of  the  proceedings  of  the 
Tent.  He  shall  receive  the  notices  from  the  sick  mem- 
bers and  direct  the  Stewards  to  visit  them.  The  Secre- 
tary shall  make  the  annual  returns  as  required  by  the 

13  and  14  Victoria^  cap.  115.  He  shall  also  make  a 
return    every  five  years^  as  required  by  the  13  and 

14  Victoria,  cap.  115  ;  such  returns  to  be  sent  to 
the  Registrar  of  Friendly  Societies.  He  shall  also 
forward  to  the  District    Secretary,  on  or  before  the 
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31st  day  of  January  in  each  year,  a  correct  return^ 
according  to  a  form  provided  by  the  Board  of  Directors 
for  the  year  preceding  (i.e.,  from  the  1st  of  January  to 
the  31st  of  December),  showing — 1st,  number  of  mem- 
bers, with  the  number  admitted  and  died  through  the 
year;  2nd,  number  of  members  who  have  been  sick 
during  the  year,  with  the  number  of  weeks^  and  days^ 
sickness;  3rd,  the  amount  paid  for  sickness  during  the 
year,  with  the  present  amount  of  sick  and  contingent 
fund;  4th,  the  number  of  Juveniles,  with  the  amount 
of  their  funds,  and  the  number  of  deaths  in  the 
juveniles. 

Stewards. 

61.  The  Stewards  shall  receive  all  moneys  on  Tent 
nights,  which  they  shall  take  unto  and  deposit  with 
the  Treasurer  within  twenty -four  hours  after  each  Tent 
meeting  (Sundays  excepted).  They  shall  deliver  all 
notices,  visit  and  pay  the  sick,  and  see  that  no  imposi- 
tions of  any  kind  are  practised  upon  the  Tent. 

Levife. 

62.  Previous  to  opening  the  Tent,  the  Levite  shall 
ascertain  whether  every  member  present  has  the  pass- 
word, shall  introduce  all  candidates  for  initiation,  and 
attend  to  the  orders  of  the  Chief  Kuler. 

Guardian, 

63.  The  Guardians  shall  keep  the  door,  and  demand 
the  pass-word  from  each  member  previous  to  his  enter- 
ing the  Tent.  They  shall  not  admit  anyone  while  the 
Tent  is  being  opened  or  closed,  during  initiation,  or 
while  any  member  is  addressing  the  officers.  They 
shall  not  leave  the  door,  or  admit  any  strangers. 

Committee, 

64.  The  Committee  shall  decide  upon  all  matters  of 
dispute  between  the  members  of  the  Tent;  but  if  their 
decision  be  not  satisfactory,  it  shall  be  referred  to  the 
Quarterly  M  eeting  of  the  Tent,  whose  decision  may  be 
appealed  against  as  herein  provided. 
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Auditors, 

65. — Two  Auditors  shall  be  appointed^  who  shall 
examine  the  accounts  at  the  end  of  each  quarter,  and 
present  their  report  to  the  Tent  at  each  Quarterly 
Meeting.  The  Chief  Ruler,  Treasurer,  and  Secretary 
shall  attend  the  audit  meetings,  and  give  every 
necessary  information. 

Officers'  Attendance. 

^Q,  Every  officer  shall  attend  the  Tent  at  the  time 
and  place  appointed,  or  send  an  apology  satisfactory  to 
the  members  then  present.  If  any  absent  officer 
neglect  to  send  his  key  he  shall  be  6ned  sixpence.  If 
any  officer  be  absent  three  successive  Tent  nights, 
without  assigning  sufficient  reason,  he  shall  vacate  his 
office,  and  another  be  appointed.  The  officer  so 
vacating  shall  not  be  eligible  for  re-election  for  a  period 
of  twelve  months,  and  his  fines  for  neglect  of  duty  shall 
be  levied  up  to  the  time  of  his  successor  being 
appointed. 

Keys  and  Security. 

67.  The  C.K,  D.R.,  and  Secretary  shall  each  hold  a 
key  of  the  Tent  box;  and  if  additional  keys  be  deemed 
necessary,  they  shall  be  at  the  disposal  of  the  Tent. 
The  member  in  whose  possession  the  box  is  kept  shall 
give  such  security,  pursuant  to  13  and  14  Victoria,  cap. 
115^  sec.  11,  as  the  Tent  may  deem  satisfactory. 

Opening  and  Closing  Tents, 

68.  ^11  Tents  shall  be  opened  at  the  time  and  place 
appointed,  and  shall  not  be  kept  open  later  than  ten 
o'clock,  except  on  Quarterly  nights,  and  adjourned 
quarterly  nights,  or  special  Tent  meetings,  unless  the 
Chief  Ruler  be  requested  by  a  majority  of  the  Tent  to 
extend  the  time,  but  such  extensions  shall  riot  exceed 
eleven  o'clock. 

Tent  Quarterly  Committee, 

69.  All  Tents  shall,  on  the  25th  days  of  March, 
June,  September,  and  December,  in  each  year,  or  within 
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fourteen  days  after  the  above  date,  hold  a  General 
Quarterly  Committee  of  the  whole  Tent,  to  receive  the 
report  of  the  Auditors,  hear  appeals  from  the  Com- 
mittee, consider  propositions  for  improving  the  Rules, 
and  transact  the  general  business  of  the  Tent.  All 
defaulters  on  the  books,  and  all  parties  concerned  in 
appeal  cases,  shall  have  special  notice  to  attend. 

Contingent  Expenses. 

70.  The  Secretary's  salary,  rent  of  room,  payments 
to  medical  men,  levies  made  by  District  or  Moveable 
Conference  for  contingent  expenses,  shall  be  paid  from 
a  fund  provided  for  that  i)urpose,  and  every  Tent  and 
District  of  the  Order  shall  keep  a  separate  and  distinct 
Contingent  Fund,  and  shall  be  allowed  to  add  interest 
of  moneys  invested  or  such  portions  thereof  as  may  be 
deemed  advisable  to  such  fund,  to  which  one-eight  of 
the  contributions  to  the  Sick  Fund  may  be  appro- 
priated ;  the  remainder  to  be  paid  by  an  extra  contri- 
bution, and  not  from  the  Sick  '  Fund,  except  in  Tents 
newly  opened,  when  the  charge  for  opening,  officers' 
sashes,  and  books^  may  be  paid  from  the  funds  of  the 
Tent. 

Duties  of  Members. 

71.  Every  member  in  Tent  shall  behave  himself  as 
becometh  a  Rechabite,  and  whenever  he  addresses  the 
Chief  Kuler  he  shall  be  standing.  He  shall  also 
address  the  past  and  present  officers  by  their  respective 
titles,  and  shall  obey  the  Chief  and  Deputy  Kuler  when 
called  to  order.  He  shall  not  insult  any  officer,  nor 
introduce  any  religious  or  political  discussion,  save  and 
except  in  so  far  as  directly  bearing  on  the  interests  of 
the  society,  nor  interrupt  another  while  speaking  upon 
any  subject  before  the  Tent^  nor  vote  on  the  night  of 
his  initiation.  No  smoking  shall  be  allowed  at  any 
meeting  in  the  Order. 

Suspension  for  Non-Payment. 

72.  Every  member  shall  pay  his  contributions  and 
fines  to  the   Stewards,  and   anyone   owing  fourteen 
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weeks'  contribution  shall  be  suspended  from  all  benefit 
in  both  Tent  and  District  for  two  weeks  until  after  the 
whole  of  the  money  then  owing  by  him  is  paid.  While 
suspended  he  shall  be  allowed  to  visit  his  own  Tent  for 
and  not  exceeding  twelve  weeks,  but  he  shall  not  use 
the  pass-word,  nor  hold  office,  vote^  or  visit  any  other 
Tent ;  and  if  he  owes  twenty-eight  weeks'  contribution 
he  shall  cease  to  be  a  member,  but  his  Tent  shall  have 
power  to  re-admit  him  on  payment  of  all  money  owing 
by  him,  or  as  a  new  member  according  to  rule  ;  but  if 
re-admitted  on  payment  of  all  that  he  owes  to  the  Tent 
he  shall  be  suspended  twelve  weeks  from  the  date  of 
such  payment. 

Payments  to  Sick  Members, 

73.  Any  member  who  has  been  admitted  six  calendar 
months,  and  who  is  not  suspended  for  being  in  arrears, 
if  he  become  sick  (insanity  to  be  considered  as  sickness), 
lame,  blind,  or  infirm,  and  incapable  of  following  any 
employment,  if  such  incapacity  is  not  occasioned  by 
immoral  conduct,  notwithstanding  he  may  continue  to 
carry  on  or  conduct  his  business,  trade,  or  occupation 
by  his  wife,  children,  or  servants,  shall  be  entitled  to 
receive  two  shillings  and  sixpence  weekly  for  each 
share  he  has  secured  in  the  Sick  Fund,  for  such  a 
period  not  exceeding  fifty-two  weeks  as  Tents  by  their 
bye-laws  may  determine ;  but  Tents  have  the  power  to 
regulate  the  rates  of  sick  payments  according  to  the 
state  of  their  funds  ;  but  it  shall  be  optional  with  Tents 
to  adopt  either  six  or  twelve  months  before  a  member 
shall  be  entitled  to  receive  sick  benefit. 

Requiring  Sick  Pay, 

74.  If  a  member  requires  assistance  from  the  Sick 
Fund,  he  shall  give  notice  in  writing  to  the  Tent  Secre- 
tary, in  the  manner  required  by  the  Tent,  and  the 
Secretary  shall  direct  the  Stewards  to  visit  and  pay  him 
according  to  rule;  and  he  shall  periodically  give  such 
jDroofs  of  his  inability  to  labour  as  the  Tent  may 
i-eqiwe. 
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Recovering  from  Sickness, 

75.  If  a  sick  member  deems  himself  capable  of 
resuming  his  employment,  he  shall  not  be  permitted 
to  do  so  until  he  delivers  to  the  Secretary  a  medical 
certificate.  When  sickness  shall  cease  within  six 
months,  and  a  relapse  take  place  within  three 
months  afterwards,  such  relapse  shall  be  deemed 
a  continuance  of  the  same  sickness,  and  be  calculated 
as  a  portion  of  the  time  for  which  he  is  entitled  to 
receive  full  pay.  Should  any  member  follow  any 
occupation  while  in  receipt  of  the  sick  allowance,  on 
its  being  proved  before  the  Committee  he  shall  be  fined 
ten  shillings  and  sixpence  for  the  first  ofience,  and  be 
suspended  from  all  sick  pay  for  three  months  ;  and  for 
the  second  ofience  be  expelled. 


Clearances.' 

76.  Any  full  member,  under  the  age  of  50,  clear  on 
the  books,  and  not  sick,  shall  be  allowed  to  draw  a 
clearance,  which  he  may  lodge  in  any  Tent  more  than 
three  miles  from  his  own,  if  it  be  nearer  his  place  of 
residence ;  but  such  Tent  shall  not  be  liable  for  his  sick 
or  funeral  allowance  until  he  shall  have  belonged  to  it 
for  twelve  calendar  months.  Nevertheless  such  Tent 
or  District  shall  provide  in  cases  of  sickness  or  death 
as  in  his  own  Tent ;  but  the  Tent  and  District  from 
v^^hich  he  drew  his  clearance  shall  repay^  or  demand  any 
liabilities  occurring  within  the  period  of  twelve  months; 
and  if  he  die,  the  contribution  he  has  paid  shall  be 
returned  to  the  Tent  from  which  he  drew  his  clearance. 
A  clearance  must  be  granted  at  a  regular  or  special 
meeting  of  the  Tent,  and  be  deposited  in  another  Tent 
or  returned  within  twenty -eight  days  of  its  date,  or 
the  member  will  not  be  entitled  to  the  benefits  of  the 
Order.  A  clearance  deposited  shall  not  be  withdrawn 
under  a  period  of  twelve  months. 
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Clearances  which  Tents  may  Reject 

77.  Members  may  present,  and  Tents  accept  clear- 
ances from  Tents  not  complying  with  the  financial 
arrangements  of  the  Order,  or  within  the  distance  of 
three  miles ;  but  they  are  not  compelled  to  do  so.  Such 
clearances  must  be  deposited  within  fourteen  days,  or 
the  holder  will  not  be  entitled  to  benefit.  No  member 
shall  deposit  his  clearance  in  a  Tent  within  three  miles, 
without  the  consent  of  the  Tent  to  which  he  belongs ; 
but  Tents  shall  not  refuse  to  admit  any  member  bring- 
ing a  legal  clearance  from  any  Tent,  in  compliance  with 
the  laws  of  the  Order,  at  a  greater  distance  than  three 
miles.  All  members  depositiug  clearances  must  be 
approved  by  the  Medical  Adviser  of  the  Tent  to  which 
they  intend  to  belong,  and  Tents  shall  have  the  power 
to  reject  the  clearances  of  unhealthy  members.  Persons 
applying  for  admission  by  clearance  shall  pay  for 
obtaining  the  certificate,  and  all  other  expenses 
incurred.  If  a  Tent  dissolve,  the  District  Officers  may 
grant  clearances  to  such  members  as  may  desire  to 
remain  in  the  Order.  If  a  clearance  member  break  the 
pledge,  the  Secretary  shall  write  to  his  former  Tent, 
and  ascertain  if  he  broke  the  pledge  previously.  Any 
Tent  1  reaking  this  law  shall  be  fined  five  pounds. 

Removal  without  Clearance, 

78.  Should  a  member  remove  to  any  place  wherd 
there  is  a  Tent  of  the  Order,  he  shall,  within  fourteen 
days,  give  to  that  Tent  his  name  and  place  of  abode  and 
be  under  their  cognizance.  His  subscriptions,  levies, 
and  fines  must  be  regularly  paid  into  that  Tent,  and 
be  remitted  by  the  Secretary  to  the  member's  own 
Tent,  within  five  days  of  the  25th  of  March,  June, 
September,  and  December  in  each  year ;  and  in  case  of 
sickness,  or  death,  he  shall  be  entitled  to  the  same 
benefits  and  privileges  as  from  his  own  Tent ;  but  first 
he  must  send  to  the  Chief  Ruler  of  his  Tent  a  just 
account  of  his  health,  certified  by  the  Chief  Ruler  of 
the  nearest  Tent;  imt  if  there  be  no  Tent  in  the 
^cinity,  the  certificate  of  a  respectable  surgeon  or  min- 
ister sliall  be  deemed  satisfactory. 
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Tribunals. 

79.  If  any  dispute  arise  in  a  Tent  which  the  Com 
mittee  cannot  settle^  it  may  be  referred  to  the  Quarterly 
Committee  of  the  whole  Tent ;  and  if  such  Committee 
cannot  settle  the  matter,  it  may  be  referred  to  the  next 
District  Meeting  ;  and  if  it  be  not  there  settled  to 
mutual  satisfaction,  it  may  be  referred  to  the  Moveable 
Conference,  whose  decision  shall  be  binding.  If  any 
dispute  arise  between  members  of  different  Tents,  such 
disputes  shall  be  referred  to  tlie  Committee  of  the  Tent 
to  which  the  accused  member  belongs  ;  and  if  not  there 
settled,  it  may  be  referred  as  above.  All  complaints  or 
appeals  mast  be  specified  in  writing,  and  a  copy  of  the 
charge  forwarded  to  the  party  accused,  by  the  Tent 
Secretary  seven  days  before  the  hearing  of  such  case. 
No  appeal  will  be  received  unless  forwarded  at  least 
one  month  previous  to  the  meeting  at  which  it  is  to  be 
heard.  All  appeals  intended  for  hearing  at  the  Move- 
able Conference  mu^t  be  forwarded  to  the  Correspond- 
ing Secretary  by  the  first  day  of  May,  prior  to  the 
meeting  of  the  Moveable  Conference,  in  order  that  sucn 
notice  may  appear  on  the  digest  paper. 

Appeals. 

80.  If  any  member  appeal  to  the  District  Meeting, 
he  shall  deposit  with  the  District  Chief  Ruler  the  sum 
of  ore  pound ;  and  sliould  he  appeal  to  the  Moveable 
Conference,  he  shall  deposit  a  further  sum  of  one  pound 
with  the  High  Cnief  Ruler.  The  decision  of  the 
Moveable  Conference  shall  be  final,  and  the  member 
who  loses  the  case  shall  pay  all  expenses  attending  the 
appeal.  Should  any  member  appealing  to  the  District 
be  unable  to  make  the  deposit,  he  may  petition  the  next 
District  Meeting  to  hear  him  without;  but  in  case  of 
appeal  to  the  Moveable  Conference,  the  deposit  must 
be  made.  Before  an  appeal  can  be  made  to  a  higher 
court,  all  fines  inflicted  by  the  court  below  must  be 
paid  to  the  officers  of  the  higher  court.  The  High 
Chief  Euler,  High  Deputy  Ruler,  or  Corresponding 
Secretary  shall  not  conduct  appeal  cases  at  the  Move- 
able Conference. 
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False  Accusation. 

81.  Should  a  member  make  a  charge  against  any- 
other  member,  so  as  to  bring  or  cause  the  same  to  be 
brought  before  any  tribunal,  and  the  charge  should  be 
proved  to  be  false,  or  if  the  complainant  cannot  prove 
the  same,  he  shall  be  fined  as  the  Committee  may 
determine,  or  make  such  apologies  as  the  Committee 
may  deem  necessary. 

Illegal  Motions. 

82.  Any  member  who  shall  move  that  any  Tent  or 
other  meetmg  belonging  to  the  Order  be  held  in  a  house 
where  intoxicating  liquors  are  sold,  or  who  shall  make 
a  motion  that  the  pledge  of  abstinence  from  all  intoxi- 
cating liquors  as  set  forth  in  the  constitution  be  dis- 
pensed with,  or  any  member  proposing  or  seconding  a 
motion  that  any  Tent  separate  from  the  District  to 
which  it  belongs,  so  as  to  disconnect  itself  from  the 
Order,  or  to  divide  the  funds  of  the  Tent  or  District, 
or  to  apply  them  to  any  other  purpose  than  that  for 
which  they  were  raised,  shall  be  immediately  expelled 
the  Order,  and  the  District  officers  shall  enforce  the 
law. 

Improper  Conduct  of  Officers, 

83.  Any  officer  of  the  Moveable  Conference,  Board 
of  Directors,  District,  or  Tent,  who  shall  leave  his  chair, 
or  conduct  himself  in  an  improper  manner,  shall  vacate 
his  office,  forfeit  his  degree,  and  shall  not  be  eligible 
for  the  same  or  any  other  office  for  a  period  of  twelve 
months. 

Breaking  the  Pledge, 

84.  Any  member  breaking  the  pledge  as  described 
in  the  constitution,  shall  cease  to  be  a  member;  but  it 
shall  be  in  the  power  of  a  majority  at  a  Tent  meeting 
to  re-admit  him,  on  the  production  of  a  certificate  from 
the  Tent  Surgeon  that  his  health  has  not  been  injured 
by  the  breaking  of  the  pledge,  and  re-signing  the 
pledge  and  paying  a  fine  of  five  shillings.  For  the 
second  offence  they  may  re-admit  him  upon  signing 
the  pledge  and  paying  a  fine  of  ten  shillings.     For  the 
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third  offence,  they  may  re-admit  him  upon  his  signing 
the  pledo^e,  and  paying  a  fine  of  one  pound.  For  the 
fourth  offence,  the  Tent  shall  have  power  to  re-admit 
him  as  a  newly  proposed  member  only.  Any  person 
re-admitted  under  this  rule  shall  not  be  entitled  to  any 
benefit,  until  one  month  after  his  re-admission,  and  as 
a  new  member  shall  not  be  entitled  to  any  benefit 
until  one  year  after  his  re-admission.  Any  past  or 
present  officer  breaking  the  pledge,  forfeits  his  degree, 
and  if  re  admitted,  must  sign  the  pledge  and  pay  the 
fine,  but  he  shall  not  be  eligible  to  fill  any  office  for 
twelve  months.  Any  member  knowing  of  another 
having  broken  the  pledge  must  inform  the  Chief  Ruler 
of  the  Tent  to  which  such  member  belongs,  or  be  fined 
five  shillings. 

Divulging  Private  Affairs. 

85.  Any  member  divulging  the  name  of  another  who 
has  voted  against  any  candidate  for  admission,  or  who 
makes  known  or  misrepresents  the  discussions  in  Tent, 
Committee,  Board  of  Directors,  District  Meetings,  or 
Moveable  Conference,  so  as  to  cause  disturbance  or 
angry  feelings  among  the  members,  or  reveals  the 
private  afiairs  of  the  Order  to  any  person  not  a  member, 
shall  be  fined  one  pound. 

Injuring  Property. 

86.  If  any  member  damage,  destroy,  or  take  away 
any  property  belonging  to  the  Order,  he  shall  be 
brought  to  trial,  and  if  found  guilty,  shall  make  such 
recompense  as  the  Committee  may  determine,  or  be 
expelled. 

Fraud. 

87.  Any  member  who  shall  be  charged  with  obtain- 
ing property  of  any  description  with  a  view  to  defraud 
any  member,  shall  not  be  entitled  to  any  benefit  until 
acquitted  by  the  Committee,  and  if  found  guilty  shall 
be  expelled. 
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Felony  and  Immorality, 

88.  If  any  member  be  convicted  by  any  legal 
tribunal  of  fraud,  felony,  or  any  other  dis^jraceful 
crime,  or  follow  any  wicked  or  notorious  practices,  or 
use  any  unlawful  means  in  procuring  a  livelihood,  or 
in  any  way  defraud  the  Order,  if  proof  be  made  thereof 
he  shall  be  expelled. 

Feigning  Sickness. 

89.  Should  any  member  impose  upon  the  Tent  by 
stating  himself  sick  and  incapable  of  following  any  em- 
ployment when  he  is  able  to  do  so,  or  actually  doing 
so,  he  shall,  if  the  case  be  proved^  be  immediately 
expelled.  Aod  if  the  Stewards  or  other  officers  suspect 
a  member  of  such  imposition,  they  may  (with  the 
sanction  of  the  Tent)  call  in  a  physician  or  surgeon  to 
examine  such  member,  and  his  report  shall  be  produced 
as  evidence  when  the  member  is  proceeded  against 
under  this  rule. 

Mode  of  Expulsion, 

90.  Before  any  member  shall  be  expelled,  the  follow- 
ing rule  must  be  observed.  If  he  is  present,  the 
presiding  officer  shall  order  him  to  retire,  after  which 
the  question  of  expulsion  shall  be  put  from  the  chair, 
and  if  carried,  the  Secretary  shall  immediately  inform 
him  by  official  document.  Notice  thereof  .shall  be  sent 
to  the  Board  of  Directors,  and  be  by  them  made  known 
to  the  Order,  unless,  within  seven  days,  notice  be  given 
that  the  decision  will  be  appealed  against.  Any  mem- 
ber having  committed  an  offence,  who  shall  go  out  of 
the  way,  or  not  appear  when  called  upon  to  answer  for 
his  conduct;  shall  be  pioceeded  against  as  if  present. 

Lectures, 

91.  Each  Tent  and  District  shall  cause  to  be 
delivered  in  their  respective  localities,  a  quarterly  lec- 
ture on  the  nature,  principles,  and  objects  of  the 
Order. 
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Sailors  Dying  Abroad. 

92.  If  any  sailor  good  upon  the  books  go  to  sea  and 
die  while  upon  a  voyagp,  unless  there  be  evidence  to 
prove  that  he  has  forfeited  his  claim,  his  widow  or 
relative  si  .all  be  entitled  to  his  funeral  allowance.  All 
arrears  due  to  the  Tent  to  be  deducted.  If  a  member 
return  from  sea,  and  neglect  to  pay  up  his  arrears  for 
three  weeks,  he  shall  have  no  claim  to  the  privileges 
of  the  Order. 

Disputes  of  Claimants, 

93.  Should  there  be  a  dispute  as  to  who  is  entitled  to 
receive  the  funeral  allowance  of  any  member,  the  Stew- 
ards shall  take  the  entire  manngement  of  the  funeral 
into  their  own  hands  ;  and  if  there  be  an  overplus 
after  all  expenses  are  paid,  the  Committee  of  the  Tent 
shall  decide  to  whom  the  remainder  shall  be  paid. 

Doubtful  Marriages, 

94.  Should  a  doubt  arise  respecting  the  marriage  ot 
a  member  claiming  the  funeral  allowance  for  his  wife, 
he  shall  produce  a  marriage  certificate,  or  such  other 
document  as  the  Tent  may  consider  satisfactory. 

Widows, 

95.  On  the  death  of  a  member,  the  Secretary  of  the 
Tent  shall  supply  the  widow  (if  there  be  one)  within 
seven  days  after  her  husband's  death,  with  a  printed 
form,  giving  instructions  upon  what  terms  she  may 
continue  a  member  of  the  Funeral  Fund.  First,  she 
must  sign  the  abstinence  pledge,  and  pay  one  shilliug 
entrance  or  registration  fee  into  the  District,  after- 
wards her  regular  contributions  quarterly  to  the  Tent, 
such  form  to  be  filled  up  and  signed  by  the  widow,  and 
returned  to  the  Tent  Secretary  by  post  or  otherwise, 
within  twenty-eight  days  after  her  husband's  death, 
and  in  case  of  neglect  in  so  sending  or  becoming  two 
quarters'  contributions  in  arrear,  or  violating  the 
abstinence  pledge,  she  shall  cease  to  be  a  member,  and 
forfeit  all  claims  to  the  funds  of  the  District  and 
Order. 
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Tents  advancing  Money^  &c. 

96.  If  any  Tent  or  District  advance,  or  become 
security  for  nionf^y  advanced  for  music,  banners,  or 
things  of  that  nature,  and  thereby  become  involved, 
such  Tents  or  Districts  shall  have  no  claims  upon  the 
Order  for  assistance  ;  and  any  member,  Treasurer,  or 
other  officer  sanctioning  such  appropriation  of  the 
funds,  shall  be  fined  one  pound,  and  in  default  of 
payment  be  expelled  the  Order. 

Tents  unable  to  meet  Demands, 

97.  Any  Tent  whose  contributions  to  its  funds 
have  not  been  below  the  rates  specified  in  these  Eules, 
being  unable  to  meet  the  legitimate  demands  of  its 
members,  may  ajiply  to  the  District  Officers  for  relief, 
who  fchall  report  the  case  to  the  Board  of  Directors, 
who  must,  at  their  first  ordinary  meeting  after  the 
receipt  of  the  said  application  appoint  two  or  more 
members  of  the  District  with  which  the  Tent  is  con- 
nected, or  any  otlior  member  or  members  of  the  Order 
they  may  deem  most  suitable  to  examine  all  books  and 
documents  belonging  to  such  Tent,  and  report  upon 
such*  examination  to  the  Board  of  Directors ;  and 
should  such  examination  prove  that  the  said  Tent  has 
conformed  to  the  Laws  of  the  Ordei*,  and  that  its  funds 
have  suffered  from  causes  over  wliicli  its  officers  and 
members  had  not  complete  control,  the  Board  of 
Directors  shall  then  render  such  assistance  as  may  be 
required.  This  Rule  shall  also  apply  to  any  District 
whose  funds  may  be  similarly  reduced. 

Tent  and  District  Seals, 

98.  Each  Tent  and  District  shall  be  j^rovided  with 
a  seal^  which  shall  be  furnished  by  the  Board  of 
Directors  ;  and  no  document,  clearance,  or  correspond- 
ence shall  be  legal  without  the  seal  of  the  Tent  or 
District  from  which  such  document  emanates  be 
attached. 

Tent  Laws. 

99.  All  Tents  may,  at  the  Quarterly  Committee  of 
the  whole  Tent,  make  laws  necessary  to  regulate  the 
granting  of  shares  in  the  8ick  and  Funeral  i^  und,  and 
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all  things  appertaining  to  the  Government  of  Tents, 
providing  such  laws  are  in  strict  accordance  with  the 
General  Laws  of  the  Order,  All  Tent  Laws  shall  be 
certified  by  the  District  to  which  such  Tents  belong ; 
and  all  District  Laws  shall  be  certified  by  the  Board 
of  Directors,  and  without  such  certificate  no  Tent  or 
District  Laws  shall  be  binding. 

Postage, 

100.  All  letters    emanating  from  Tents,  Districts' 

or  Board  of  Directors,  must  be  prepaid  by  the  parties 

forwarding    them,    with    the    official    seal    attached 

thereto.  -,        , 

New  Laws 

101.  Should  any  Tent  be  desirous  of  altering,  amend- 
ing, or  making  a  new  General  Law,  the  proposition 
shall  be  taken  into  consideration  by  the  Quarterly 
Committee  of  the  Tent,  and  if  approved  by  a  majority, 
it  shall  be  transmitted  to  the  District  Secretary,  by 
whom  it  shall  be  laid  before  the  next  District  Meeting, 
and  if  approved  by  the  District  Meeting  shall  be  for- 
warded to  the  Board  of  Directors  at  least  three  months 
previous  to  the  meeting  of  the  Moveable  Conference. 
The  Board  of  Directors  shall  arrange  and  classify  these 
propositions,  with  the  number  of  the  District  from 
which  they  emanate  attached,  and  send  to  the  District 
Secretary  a  copy  for  each  Tent  two  months  before  the 
assembling  of  the  J^Ioveable  Conference. 

Illegal  Meetings. 

102.  Any  Tent  or  Tents,  officers  or  members,  who 
shall  call,  or  authorise  to  be  called,  a  meeting  of  mem- 
bers contrary  to  these  rules,  so  as  to  disturb  the  peace 
and  good  government  of  the  Order,  shall  be  fined 
ten  pounds,  and  in  default  of  payment,  be  expelled  the

In  connection  with  the  General  Laws  governing  the 
Indepetident  Order  of  Rechahites  in  England,  and  in 
accordance  with  the  Friendly  Societies'  Act,  18  and  19 
Vic,  cap.  63,  in  addition  to  the  foregoing  rules,  as 
certified  by  the  Registrar  in  England. 


1.  That  every  District  or  Tent  established  in  Ireland 
shall  conform  to  the  Friendly  Societies'  Act,  and  whose 
rules  shall  be  in  strict  accordance  thereto. 

2.  That  the  principal  place  of  business  in  each  Dis- 
trict or  Tent  be  named,  and  if  the  same  be  changed, 
notice  of  such  change  shall,  within  14  days,  be  sent  to 
the  Registrar  of  Friendly  Societies  in  Ireland,  signed 
by  three  members  of  the  Society  and  the  Secretary ; 
and  all  resolutions  passed  for  the  appointment  of 
Trustees  shall  be  signed  by  such  Trustees  and  the 
Secretary,  and  two  copies  of  such  resolution  and 
appointment  shall  be  sent  to  the  Registrar  cf  Friendly 
Societies  in  Ireland,  in  accordance  with  the  Friendly 
Societies'  Act. 

3.  That  the  annual  returns  required  by  law  shall  be 
prepared  by  the  Secretary  in  the  month  of  February 
in  each  year,  and  transmitted  to  the  Registrar  of 
Friendly  Societies  in  Ireland. 

4.  That  all  new  laws  and  amendments  to  laws  by 
which  the  members  resident  in  Ireland  are  to  be  bound, 
shall  be  duly  certified  by  the  Registrar  of  Friendly 
Societies  in  Ireland. 

5.  That  in  case  of  dispute  between  any  member  or 
officer  or  person  claiming  on  behalf  of  any  member 
and  this  society  in  Ireland,  shall  be  settled  in  the 
following  manner,  viz. :  the  case  shall  be  heard  before 
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the  Committee  of  Management,  who  shall  give  judg 
ment  thereon  and  their  decision  p.hall  be  laid  before 
the  Tent  on  the  following  Tent  night  for  confirmation 
or  otherwise;  but  should  either  party  to  the  dispute 
not  be  satisfied  with  such  decision,  they  may  appeal 
to  the  next  Quarterly  Meeting  of  the  Tent,  which 
must  be  summoned  for  the  occasion  ;  and  should  the 
decision  of  the  Quarterly  Meeting  not  be  satisfactory 
to  the  party  appealing,  they  may  appeal  to  the  District 
Council,  as  set  forth  in  the  bOth  rule  of  General  Laws ; 
and  if  not  satisfied  with  the  decision  of  the  District 
Council,  the  case  shall,  at  the  election  of  the  com- 
plainant, be  referred  to  the  Magistra.tes,  of  to  the- 
Chairman  of  the  Quarter  Sessions,  in  the  District  in 
Ireland,  wherein  the  dispute  may  have  arisen,  and 
their  decision  shall  be  final  and  binding. 

6,  That  all  ofiicers  of  the  Society  in  Ireland  entrus- 
ted with  the  books,  moneys,  or  other  effects  of  the 
Society,  shall  give  security  by  bond  to  the  Trustees  of 
the  Society,  in  the  sum  of  fifteen  pounds,  with  one 
sufficient  surety,  in  the  form  prescribed  by  the  18th 
and  19  of  Yic,  cap.  63.
